SAN FRANCISCO, June 27.—The Ger- 


man ship Agnes of Bremen was destroyed 
by flre last March off Cape Horn. Cap- 
tain and crew fought the flames for more 
than -a week. When hope of saving the 
ship was given up hatches were bat- 
Lencd down and a course laid for the 
jand. The vessel was not abandoned un- 
til her steel sides were red hot and her 
whole inside a fiery furnace. 
In three 


boats the officers and men of the Agnes 
left the blazing shell which had been 
their home and headed for Cape Horn, 
fifty-five miles away. 
One 
of 
these 


boats, containing the captain and ten 
members of the crew, was picked up by 
the American clipper ship Aryan, which 
arrived here 
yesterday 
with the sur- 


vivors on board. Within a few minutes 
after the Aryan had picked up the cap- 
tain's boat there broke a terrific storm, 
which the stout steel Aryan weathered 
with difficulty, and in which it is feared 
the other two boats from the Agnes must 
have perished. 


SMOKE DISCOVERED. 


The Agnes was bound from Shields for 


Valparaiso and from the outset of the 
voyage the elements treated ncr roughly. 
She was loaded with coke and coal, hav- 
ing about 900 tons of the latter. 
On 


March 12 smoke was discovered coming 
from the forward ventilator. 
The Agnes 


then was in latitude 59 degrees 30 min- 
utes south, longitude 75 degrees west. 


LOCATED FIRE. 


It was with great difficulty that tho 


seat of the fire was located. When the 
fore hatch was opened there was found 
a little smoke, but neither fire nor heat. 
The main hatch was opened and there 
the smoke was thicker, but the ther- 
mometer showed no alarming condition 
of temperature. 
As the smoke contin- 


ued to pour through the ventilators it 
was decided 
to 
investigate the coal, 


which lay below a layer of coke, 
About 


four tons of coke was thrown overboard 
and then it was seen that the coal on the 
port side was ablaze and burning fiercely. 


There was no rest for anybody on the 


Agnes after that. 
Day and night all 


hands strove to subdue the flames, but 
the seamen's efforts seemed only to fan 
the devouring element, and inch by inch 
it consumed (he inflammable freight and 
fastened with relentless grip on the ship 
itself. 


FIGHT HOPELESS. 


Then came the reallzatio'n that the 
fieht was hopeless. 
The second mate 
went below to investigate. He was drag- 
ged on deck, unconscious. It was three 
aours before he regained his senses. Cap- 
tain Behr^ns was 
'"'" 
*~' 
opened 
his eyes. 
"Hopeless; only chance is to batten 
everrthing down and run for the land. 
By this time the Agnes was, getting 
pretty hot. On March 18 there vus a 
terrific explosion and the main hatch 
went sailing over the fore topsail yard. 
After this the flames had everything their 
own way and on March 20 the boats were 
manned and launched. Captain Behltns, 
the second mate, .boatswain 
and 
sail- 
maker remained on board the Agnes, 
ihe 
rest of the ship's company took to tot 
boats which for three dajs were towed 
behind the blaxins ship. 
When the woodwork in his cabin-began 
to char Captain Behrens decided that the 
Agnes had done nbout all she could for 
them and at 7 a. m. on April 23 he and 
the three who had stayed to help to tin- 
end Joined the others in the small boats 
which were cut adrift fiom 1,r.e Agnes. 
When they left their ship her sides were 
glowing almost to the water's edge and 
around the central p.llar of almost solid 
flame was a cloud of steam caused by 
the breaking of the water on the redhot 
plates. 


RUN FOR LAND. 


In the captain's ~boat. besides himself, 
were ten men and a dog. There were 
twelve men in the mate's boat and nvc 
accompanied the second mate. 
n'h"«' 
•were then fifty-five voiles 
from 


second mates the course, sail was hoisted 
and all headed for tho land. 
The cap- 
tain's boat was Mow and in two hours 
the other boats had sailed beyond sight. 
At 1 o clock, six hours after leaving the 
Asnes. Captain Bchiens, sighted n sail 
and at 4 p. m. the skipper, the ten men 
and the dog were safely on board the, 
Arya n. 
It was by tlie merest chance that the 
boat was seen from the Aryan's deck. A 
chance glance by a keen-sighted sailor 
just a-s the Aryan's crew was about to 
wear -ship was all that saved the men 
from the Agnes. The Aryan was headed 
for the boat, but only with great difficulty 
was the transfer made from boat to ship. 
The weather was getting ugly and tho 
sea rougher every minute. Snow began 
to fall. 


TERRIFIC SEA. 


But the transfer was accomplished, anfi 
just in time. As the last man roachi'd •th* 
Aryan's deck a terrific sea. struck th» 
ship's side, shattering the boat and scat- 
hip' 
, 
tering the pieces over the waters. 
The storm which followed lasted for 
several days and Captain Behren-^ has 
little hop"" that the occupants ot tho 
other boats escaped. 
The rescued men will be cared for 
here by the Gorman Consul, to whom

who arrived here on the Aryan were 
Captain Henry Behrens.

The scathing rebuke of the 


eloquent Johnson may have operated to 
stir up the feelings of the first Mrs. Col- 
lins and her relatives. It is not unlikely 
that it did. 


SCENE IN THE 
CORRIDOR. 


To fan the fire, Collins walked down the 
aisle, brushed by them, and shortly there- 
ntter re-entered the courtroom with his 
new wife and mother-in-law on his arms. 
He did not essay to lead them past Char- 
lotte Collins and hei bi other 
Perhaps he 
scented trouble. He seated his new fam- 
ily by the side wall ot the court, at an 
angle to the castoffs. 
Then he brushed 
by the latter again and resumed his place 
before the bar. All witnesses were in- 
structed to appear Thursday morning at 
1(1 o'clock, and the proceedings for tha 
day were at an end. 
The McCurdy women arose and passed 
quickly from the courtroom, the Newman- 
Collins family following close upon their 
heels, in advance of the crowd of men 
moving toward the corridor.

Her eyes were blazine, and 
Detective Gibson saw that a.n attack was 
intended. 
The officer grasped the up- 
raised hand of tne wronged wife and 
turned her quickly around.

Collins moved away, but just at 
that moment her mother rushed toward 
the Mo^urdys.

COLLINS SPARS FOR TIME. 


When the case against 
Collins was 
called by Judge Lennon the defendant 
arose and stated that the Supreme Court 
had not ruled oil his writ of prohibition. 
Chief Justice Beattv had told him that 
the matter would be disnosed 
of this 
morning and a writ Issued or denied. If 
issued, he did not know-whether or not it 
would go to the Court oE Appeals. 
He 
thought it might be well to transfei the 
matter to that court. Pending some ac- 
tion, however, he wanted another delay, 
and suggested that the matter be con- 
tinued until Thursday. 
District Attorney Bylngton was ready 
to proceed to trial. 
He thought that 
Collins' writ cut no figure. Judge Len- 
non declared that if the parties were 
ready he would proceed to trial irrespec- 
tive of the prohibition matter in the 
Supreme Court, abiding by the upper 
court's action when H came. 
Collins demurred to this suggestion and 
was very anxious to pay the Supreme 
Court the "courtesy" due it. 
Byington made light of Collins' "cour- 
tesy," and this led to exchanges as sharp 
as those of yesterday. 


JOHNSON GRILLS COLLINS. 


It was then that Attorney Hiram John- 
son opened his verbal batteries on Collins. 
Addressing the court, he said: 
"Net representing the District Attor- 


ney, but acting upon behalf of those who 
have been injured by this man's crime, 
I demand an immediate and a speedy 
trial. It is such dilly-dallying as this that 
brings not only the courts but the law 
into contempt. If this man is guilty, let 
him be convicted and sent to prison to 
serve his time like any common crimi- 
nal. If he is innocent, let him be acquit- 
ted and let us all bow our acknowledg- 
ments to him. 


"Any 
innocent man, ctiargod with such 
a crime, would beg for an immediate 
trial that he might vindicate his honor. 
Any guilty man would do as this man is 
doing. 
He would quibble and fight for 
delay. The guilty do not seek the law." 
Collins tried to fight back. 
"We did 
not corns to hear stump speeches such as 
would suit the rabble south of Market 
street," he said, "but to proceed in an 
orderly manner and according to law. 


CONTINUED UNTIL THURSDAY. 
"We do not wish to commence this trial 
and have our work vitiated by a writ of 
prohibition. A judicious pause now v/ould 
probably save time in the end." 
"A judicious pause." blazed Johnson. 
"Does your Honor realize that the de- 
fandant might have sought this writ a 
month ago? Why did he not think of 
'judicious pauses' then? He has permit- 
ted the timo to drag on. Now, when we 
are ready to pioceed, he seeks 'judicious 
pauses.' 
I hope your Honor will see 
through these pretexts and not be mis- 
guided." 


Collins agreed that at the action on his 
writ, which action he expected today, was 
unfavorable, he would be ready to proceed 
to trial on Thursday morning, and on 
that understanding the caso was con- 
tinued to that time.

had attempted to shoot him was Na- 
than Otterbeck, a boy who lives with 
his parents at Nineteenth and Debora, 
streets.

JOHN F. WALLACE DID NOT LIKE 


CONDITIONS AT 


ISTHMUS. 


TORK, June 27.—The resig- 


nation of John F. Wallace, of Illinois, 
chief engineer of the Panama Canal, 
is 
now 
in the hands of President 


Roosevelt, according to a statement 
made today by the Herald, which, adds 
tbat it will be accepted today or to- 
morrow. It is said to have been hand- 
ed to Secretary of War Taft in this 
city after a rather stormy conference 
during which Mr. Wallace is said to 
have 
expressed 
his ideas of what 


should be done on the Isthmus in very 
concise 
language. . It is understood 
that Engineer Wallace will at once 
take charge of a large railway system 
in this country and that Theodore P. 
Shonts will remain as ' president 
of 


the Canal Commission. 
Mr. Wallace 


is still in this city but declines to dis- 
cuss canal affairs in any way. 
Since 


his. return last week he has kept from 
public view, his address being known 
to only a. few friends and the Depart- 
ment officials. 


As to- the cause of Engineer Wal- 


lace's resignation there are two ver- 
sions, 
one coming from friends of 


some of the Canal Commissioners, the 
other from friends of Mr. Wallace. 
The first is to the effect that it was 
requested because of differences be- 
tween the chief engineer, members ot 
the Commission, Secretary Taft, and 
through 
the 
latter with President 


Roosevelt. 
The 
other version deals 


with hampering orders. 


"That 
serious differences in the 


conduct of the work . on the Isthmus 
had 
arisen 
between 
the 
chief 


engineer, 
the 
Administration 
and 


some 
members 
of 
the 
Canal 


Board 
jwas 
knoTvn," 
says 
the 


Herald, /''almost the first week after 
Mr. "Wallace arrived at Panama. De- 
lay in obtaining supplies, methods in 
advancing the plans according to pro- 
cedure at Washing-ton, were all strange 
to him, and became irksome. 


"Being chief engineer of the 
great 


undertaking, knowing that he would 
be held resoonsible for failure, he in- 
sisted that he should be put in a posi- 
tion to have absolute control and ob- 
jected to orders.prohibiting his leaving 
the Isthmus unless he obtained per- 
mission from the War Department." 


These matters are said to 
have 


been discussed at the Sunday confer- 
ence with Secretary Taft which fol- 
lowed Mr. Wallace's arrival here and 
at which William Nelson Cromwell 
was present. 
Being a man of inde- 


pendent means, the $30,000 annual sal 
ary was no object to the chief en- 
gineer and no means having 
been 


found to meet his views as to the man- 
ner in which the Canal work should 
be conducted, his resignation was pre 
sented. 


President Shonts is also in this city. 


He refused, however, to confirm for 
publication the announcement 
that 


Engineer Wallace had resigned. Per- 
sonally, he said he had no intention of 
leaving 
the commission. "Whatever 


trouble there may be between 
Mr. 


Wallace and the President and the 
Secretary of War," he continued, "will 
not affect me. I do not. intend to "re- 
sign, but further than that I cannot 
say. 
I am not at liberty to talk of 


the affairs of the Commission, and 
any announcement to be made must 
come from the President."

GOVERNMENT WILL WAIT FOR 


CONGRESS TO TAKE 


ACTION. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—Yossmlte 


National Park is causing the Interior 
Department some perplexities or. ac- 
count of the failure of Congress to ac- 
cept the cession of Yosemite Valley. 
Soon after Congress adjourned, th« 
California State Commission indicated 
that it would not yield authority over 
the valley. As soon' as this became 
known, the question of Federal, risnt 
was 
referred 
to 
Attorney-General 


Moody. 
It was expected that a de- 


cision would be forthcoming showing 
whether the Government could exer- 
cise authority over the valley without 
Congress first having accepted its ces- 
sion. 
Recently it has become known tbat 
the Interior Department would not at- 
tempt further to exercise control over 
the .valley until Congress 
has taker, 


further action. It is understood that 
no formal decision tad been render^ 
by Attorney-General Mood}', and as far 
as can be ascertained, none will be ren- 
dered. It is supposed dat Moody in- 
timated informally what his decision 
would be, and that it was thought best 
for the Interior Department at once to 
relinquish any claim -to control. 
Captain H. C. Benson of the Fourth 
Cavalry has been in the Yosemite lor 
several weeks as superintendent. 
His 


reports indicate much useless sjcpentl- 
iture of money in the Yosemite Park 
and the failure of contractors to prop- 
erly perform their contracts. 
In his 


report for May, Captain Benson es- 
pecially emphasizes the laxness in ex- 
penditures and the abuse of grazing 
privileges.

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The Lesson of Poland. 


The distracted condition of unhappy Poland today is one of the re- 


sults of the partition of that kingdom, which was perhaps the most 
cold-blooded piece of political infamyfin the history of Europe. It is 
true that the Poles are a turbulent, mercurial race, restless in the ex- 
treme and prone to excitement and change, but they are also brave, 
industrious and artistic. And it must be admitted that for a long 
period prior to the partition, Poland had kept Eastern Europe in a 
turmoil. The kingdom was rent by feuds, and the elective system _of 
choosing a monarch caused Poland to be the theater of jealous in- 
trigues between all the reigning houses of Europe. 


The attempt of the Swedish King to establish himself 
on 
the 


Polish throne at a time when Pemerania, Lithuania, Finland and Li- 
vonia were subject provinces of Sweden had created a haunting fear m 
Berlin and St. Petersburg. 
The danger that some ambitious scion of 


the Swedish or French royal line should ascend the throne of Poland 
and embark on a scheme of conquest was ever present in the mmdj 
of the statesmen of Prussia, Russia and Austria. Hence at the insti- 
gation of Frederick the Great the independence of Poland was de- 
stroyed and the country divided up between the conspirators. At the 
time Poland was so weakened by internal dissensions and protracted 
wars that she was unable to offer any effective resistance. 


But the national spirit of the Poles has never been destroyed not- 


withstanding their enslavement. They have preserved their language 
and religion, cherished their race ideals and fostered their national 


INJUSTICE TO THE HIGH SCHOOLS. 


The Herald has complained many times of the injustice of com- 


pelling the High Schools of the State to adapt their courses of study 
to the special requirements' of entrance to the University of California 
when only a small percentage of High School pupils could hope to 
enter college, no matter how proficient they might become. We have 
always advocated for this class a well-rounded course similar to that 
offered by the small colleges which were found in all the larger ruraJ 
communities prior to the establishment of Union High Schools, argu- 
ing- that even a smattering in some of the,*subjects is preferable to no 
knowledge at all. This would leave the pupils aspiring to a college 
career to take a five years' course or secure private tutoring. 
The 


necessity for the five-year course is plainly apparent as only a small 
percentage of the students who matriculate are able to complete their 
course, hundreds dropping out yearly because of failure to reach the 
required standard for advancement to the higher classes or for grad- 
uation. The State University is by this method made a monster to 
students and teachers alike and is responsible for many blighted ca- 
reers. It is high time that the taxpayers and patrons of High Schools 
were entering a vigorous protest against their High Schools being 
used as funnels having their only outlet in the State University, feed- 
ing a machine that is proving a veritable Juggernaut for the youth of 
the State, leaving immediately behind mangled remains or further 
back among those who could not find their way through the spout, a 
vast number of half-baked, imperfectly educated y'oung men and 
women to cope with the problems of the world with but scant prepara- 
tion. This condition of affairs is,felt keenly by High School princi-

But the scenes of riot and horror in Warsaw 
and Lodz are only a hideous sequel to one hundred and fifty years of 
rapine and oppression. 


Perversion of the High Schools. 


The Alameda Argus says "the very fact that so small a percentage 


of High School graduates enter the University tends to refute the 
assertion that the High Schools are a mere bridge from the grammar 
grades to the University." This is an inversion of the proposition 
under discussion, which the Argus undertakes to dispute by indirec- 
tion. The complaint is that courses of study in the High Schools are 
, prescribed by the faculty of the State University, and are prescribed as 


a preparation for a succeeding University course. 
Not one in ten 


High Schopl students enter the University and only a small proportion 
ever propose to take a University course. It is the injustice of mak- 
ing the High Schools a mere preparatory adjunct of the State Uni- 
versity that is objected to. Our Alameda contemporary argues that the 
smalf proportion of High School graduates entering is a proof that the 
objection is not well taken. It is conclusive proof that the com- 
plaint is well grounded. The entire system of teaching in the High 
Schools is designed to "accredit" the graduates to the State University. 
That is indisputable. Is this right or wrong? In view of the fact 
that only a small minority of High School students ever propose to 
take a University course, we say the system is wrong. It viciously 
subordinates the'educational needs of the poorer many to the desires 
and convenience of the wealthier few.

owe it to the youth of the land to make a radical change in the man- 
^ ^ conducydng our schools and coileges and save the thwarted 
ambitions and blighted lives that strew the pathway to and from the 
University of California.

Professor Gamble to the Rescue. 


Professor John Gamble defends the present courses of study in th 


High Schools, in a commnnication which is printed elsewhere in to- 
day's TRIBUNE. As Mr. Gamble is principal of the Haywards High 
School, it is not surprising that he should be a champion of the existing 
system. It will be noted, however, that his defense of it is technical 
rather than a discussion of the principle imolved; and in other respects 
is a flat denial instead of disproof of certain propositions. He also 
ascribes ignorance to the critics of the present method of teaching in 
the High Schools. 


So much for the temper and character of Professor Gamble's de- 


fense. 
He admits that the courses of study are prescribed by 
the 


State University faculty as a preparation for a subsequent university 
course, but urges that this is not an unfair discrimination against the 
large majority because the High School student is permitted to select 
or reject any of the studies prescribed. This is begging the question. 
The point is that it is an injustice to prescribe a course of study mainly 
to prepare one out of ten or twelve High School students for college. 
It is no answer to say that all the students are not required to take all 
the studies prescribed. For that matter they are not required to go 
to High School even. 


As to the community of interests established between text-book 


writers in the State University (and other universities) and 
school- 


book publishers, we shall have something to say hereafter in contra- 
diction to what Professor Gamble says, but suffice it to say, trustees 
and High School principals find accrediting all the easier for adopting 
text-books by certain authors and printed by certain publisher^. 


Professor Gamble kindly suggests- that if we do not approve the 


present course of study we should prescribe a better one. The sug- 
gestion is declined with thanks for the courtesy which prompted it. We 
are not prescribing courses of study for schools; that is the business of 
people who are paid to 'do it. But the suggestion tendered does not 
prove that a course of study prescribed as a preparation for college is 
the right one for students who do not intend to take a collegiate course.

Contemporary Kevlew has made an 
interesting discovery. 


He finds that the failure of mother- 


hood among American heiresses who 
have married 
titled 
Englishmen 
is 


most marked, while the influence of 
colonial women on English society is 
not only more wholesome, but likely 
to be more permanent 


In his opinion, colonial influence in 


England Is masculine, vigorous acd 
wholesome. 
American 
influence 
is 


feminine, frivolous and fleeting. 


He offers some striking 
remarks 


concerning the invasion of England by 
American heiresses: 
< 


"Since 1840 thirty (British) peers 


or eldest son of peers have married in 
the United States. 
Of these thirteen 


Jiave no children at all, five have no 
«onst and five have only one s6n. The 
total number of peers' children with 
American mothers la thirty-nine, of 


whom eighteen are sons. 


"Daring the same 
period 
twenty- 


three peers or eldest sons of peers 
have married In the Colonies. 
Four 


have no children, seven have one son, 
eight have two sons and two have 
three sons. 


"That is to say, though the number 


of colonial peeresses is seven less" than 
the number 
of American peeresses, 


they have nearly twice as many chil- 
dren, and while six of them have neg- 
lected to present their husbands with 
heirs, nineteen Americans are guilty 
of the same neglect." 


In the lower ranks of the aristoc- 


racy, the writer proceeds, the figures 
"are even more startling," 
Of Amer- 


icans who are the wives of English- 
men with a courtesy title or baronet- 
cy, there are forty-four. 
"Of these 


seventeen, 
or 
nearly half, have no 


children, and eight have 
only one 


child.'.' 


"It therefore comes to this, that 


since 1S40 the.number of titled Amer- 
icans, exclusive of knights' wives, has 
risen to seventy-four, of whom thirty 
are childless and fourteen have but 
one child." 


Moreover, there Is not a single dis- 


tinguished peer's son with an Ameri- 
can mother, whereas there are several 
with colonial mothers. 


"In face of these figures, the con- 


tention that by means of American 
brides fresh vigor may be imported 
into the. British aristocracy is merely 
ridiculous," concludes the writer.

KANSAS CITY, June 27—Miss Irene 


Perkins, who was sued for the return 
of an engagement ring and other jew- 
elry valued at $800, given her by Harry 
Bullard, will be allowed to keep the 
ring. In Justice Buchanan's court, at 
Independence, a jury, after a deliber- 
ation of five minutes, decided that she 
was entitled to retain possession of 
any jewelry which might have been 
given her by the plaintiff. 


Some time ago, according to 
the 


story told by Miss Perkins, she was 
approached by an attorney, who de- 
manded that she return to Bullard a 
diamond ring and several articles of 
jewelry which he had given her In 
1902. 
The engagement, in the meant 


time, had been declared oft. 


She refused to give up the valuables. 


Suit was instituted, and the trial at 
Independence resulted. The Jury se- 
lected . was composed of one bachelor 
and five married men. To these the 
attorneys put the question, "Are you 
prejudiced against women?" None of 
the married men made reply, but the 
bachelor made 
some 
answer which 


could not be plainly heard. 


When Bullard was placed, on the 


stand he declared that he had never 
meant that Miss Perkins should keep 
the jewelry. He said he had merely 
loaned it to her. 


Miss Perkins, however, testified that 


the diamond was given her as an en- 
gagement ring. She said she was in- 
troduced to Bullard under the name of 
Harry Ghee. It was not until after 
they were engaged, she said, that he 
told her his real name, and that he 
was a married man. She said he was 
to secure a divorce from his wife, who 
was in New York, and that she was 
then to become his.bride. He gave her

President's wife less^than {4,000, and 
It consists of fifteen acres of ground, 
nearly all covered by the forest, In 
which is set a cottage of six rooms, 
without any modern 
conveniences. 


This latter quality endeared it more 
than all the others to the mistress of 
the White House, and induced her to 
close the bargain.

place where they can take off their 
shoes and wade in the creeks and run 
in the woods and play and shout at 
the top of their lungs, and no one 
around to criticise or publish to the 
world what bad children the Presi- 


dent's are.

impossible in 


Washington. As for myself, I am not 
averse to petting an opportunity of 
cooking a meal for my husband, just 
as I did in our early married days." 


Mrs. Roosevelt-has spent less than a 


thousand dollars in embellishing her 
retreat. She has caused the 
entire 


ground floor of the cottage 
to 
be 


thrown into one room and in the cen- 
ter there is a. huge red brick fireplace. 
Over the mantel has/been placed a 
medley of photographs of the Presi- 
dent in his hunting togs, the children 
with their ponies and dogs, various 
members of the Roosevelt clan and 
their friends, all in negligee, as it were, 
and with particular reference to be- 
ing exhibited in such an environment. 


During the winter and the spring 


the mistress of the White House has 
been rummaging antique stores and 
curio .shops, and the results of her 
labors are obvious to a visitor at the 
lodge, called "Plain 
Dealing." 
She 


has found odd-looking settees, quaint 
chairs of dark oak and walnut, and 
bits of tables and stools of a forgotten 
pattern. On the wide shelf which en- 
circles the entire room are pieces of 
delft ware. 


The kitchen Is only a part of the 


back porch, screened off with lattice 
and enshrouded In a tangle of Vir- 
ginia creeper, clematis and morning- 
glory. A deal table, some pine chairs, 
shining pans, 
a 
few implements to 


broil fish and chicken, some low, yel- 
low bowls for.milk and for the hold- 
ing of fresh vegetables, and an oil 
stove—these are the sole preparations 
for 
the 
housekeeping which Mrs. 


Roosevelt ihtenas to do from time ts 
time, until she leaves Washington foe 
Oyster Bay, and again in the summ«r 
and fall until the snow flies. 


Near the kitchen door is a well with 


its old oaken bucket and traditional 
surroundings, and from this the Chief 
Executive, like the good husband that 
he is. Jrew water for his faithful wits 
so she might make his coffee, boll 
eggs, and afterward "ready up" ths 
dishes. •;.-• 


The sleeping rooms are three 
te 


number, but they make no provision . 
for any room for a servant. Vs-let and 
maid, butler, footman, chef are left 
behind when the President and his 
wife go to Trianon. All the chambers 
are whitewashed,* and the floors ar« 
white pine, scrubbed into 
a 
snowy 


sheen, and covered with a few run 
made by the girls in the Georgetown 
Art School. 


The furniture Is what is known as 


"Cottage," with the windows draped In 
pretty dimities, lace-edged, and the 
bureau and mantels draped 
in the 


same material. 
One of these room* 


has three small iron bedsteads for ths 
three younger children, whom Mrs. 
Roosevelt had specially In view wheB 
she designed this hermitage. 


NO TROUBLES FOR 


MODERN BRIDEQROOnS 


June, the month alike of roses and 


of brides, Is almost at its wane. 


For weeks dressmakers by the thou- 


sand have been making 
wedding 


gowns; whole regiments of prospective 
brides' fathers have been figuring up 
how much money they could afford to 
spend In wedding display; brigades of

The "skimmiton," known also as the

almost completely except in regions 
remotely rural. 
Even in the back 


country it doesn't flourish as it did

never heard such a devilish concert of 
discordant sounds as used to be pre- 
pared for the discomfiture of the fresh- 
ly wedded in Riker's Hollow, N. T., 
and elsewhere in the sixties and sev- 
enties. 


The skinimiton rarely was held till 


after the bride and groom had settled 
down In their own home, and so never 
preceded! the wedding journey, as do 
the bridegroom-baiting tricks of today.

"We used to set great store by the 


skimmiton when I was a youngster," 
said a bald-headed, goat-bearded vet- 
eran the other day; "but the times 
ain't what they used to be. Why, my 
grandson's wouldn't no more have the 
nerve to help horn a couple than any- 
thing. My oldest son—he's past fifty, 
too—never went to more than one or 
two such entertainments, but shucks! 
we didn't let nocouple get a-way with- 
out one, wb*fe I lived, when I was 
yonng. 


"Come to 
think of it, I wouldn't 


really like to countenance 
an old- 


fashioned 'horning' myself 
In 
these 


days; I'll have to admit that they were 
what I suppose you'd call a little too 
primitive. 


"When we got ready to organize a 


first class horning party we first took 
stock and found out how many horns 
we could muster. 
Now, horns 
was 


horns, them times. You couldn't go 
out and buy" a horn for fifteen cents 
most anywhere, as you can in this 
here'twentieth century. No, sir; we 
had to gather up our mothers' dinner 
horns mostly, and, of course, we had 
to sneak 'em out of the house on the 
quiet, to order to get 'em. Every one 
of our fathers had helped at homing! 
parties when they were young, no 
doubt, but mighty few of ,'em were 
willing their sons should follow In 
their .footsteps. 
THE AWFUL-'SHIVAREE"; FIDDLE. 


"Well, mebbe we'd get five or six 


horns''in. a horning party of, say, fifty. 
Next to horns, big dinner bells were 
good nolce-maktng tools. A couple of 
old .anvils and three or four pounds 
of p_owd«r bad thsir vstftilacss, too. 


and likewise 'clappers,' made out of 
pieces of light board, 
with handles 


whittled on one end, so's they could 
be clapped together—all them came In 
handy.. Horning parties always were 
held In the evening, of course, the ex- 
ercises generally, beginning soon after 
dark. 


"Whistles, It they were big ones, 


were all right, too, and there were 
some other things, like old tin dish- 
pans, to beat upon with sticks, but 
the best thing of all was the rosined 
plank—mebbe you ought to call It a 
shivaree fiddle. 


"Never heard the nolae a rosined 


plank makes, did you? 
Wai, you 


wouldn't want to hear It again If you 
had. To work it just right, there ought 
to be a length or two of extra good 
board fence handy. To make sure that 
nothing wouldn't give way, we used to 
drive a few more nails into the boards 
where they was fastened 
onto 
the 


fence posts. When we felt reasonably 
sure the fence would stand .the strain, 
we would put some rosin on the top 
edge of the second board. 


"Then we'd take a two-Inch 
plank 


and rosin one side of it well, and then 
we'd draw the plank across the top 
edge of the fence board, same as if It 
was a fiddle-bow. And say! when that 
performance began there was 'some- 
thing doing,' as my grandson 
says 


whenever he is talking about any sort 
of deviltry.

John Z. White, the well-known Chi- 


cago 
smgle-taxer, 
addiessed the Bast 


Oakland Debating Society in the Pilgrim 
Congregational 
Cliurch last 
night on 


"The Sources, of Municipal Corruption." 
The church was well filled and the ad- 
dress commanded the close attention of 
those who heard Mr. White. 


During the course of his remarks Mr. 


White stated tliat there was no public 
corruption la the cities or States of the 
nation that was not the result of the 
misuse of the sovereign powers of gov- 
einmcnt, to-wit, "The police power," the 
"Tenure of land sanctioned by law," 
and the "Eight of v.ay" as evidenced in 
tho granting of franchises to railroads, 
gas, water and 
street 
car companies. 


The police power, which embraces the 
army, navy and detective forces of the 
nation, had been put on a theoretically 
correct basis. 


This had been done, he said, by the 


French at the fall of the ^Bastlle, the 
Saxons when they got from King John 
the Magna Cliarta, and later abolished 
the Star Chamber, and the Americans 
when they adopted the Declaration of 
Independence and 
engrafted the prin- 


ciples of that Instrument in the Consti- 
tution of the United States. 


There might be scandals arise in the 


police power of the nation, but there 
is not now any misuse of the power 
because of the place it had taken in the 
nation. He stated that the only hint of 
the return of star chamber methods oc- 
curred in the recent trouble in Colorado, 
lie was of the opinion lhat there would 
always' be a misuse of the police power 
chat would work a hardship to the peo- 
ple at large, when that power was placed 
in private control, and it then could not 
help but become a means by which those 
controlling it would seek to enrich them- 
selves. 


With "the tenure of land" and the 


"right of way" the speaker stated that 
the abuses and corruption of the na- 
tional life arose. 
In speaking of the 


former he stated that men were desir- 
ous of obtaining the best land, and that 
it always was iound around the big com- 


mercial centers and the great harbors. 
As an evidence of this he stated that 
land had sold recently in New Tork for 


a square inch, or at the rate of $25,- 


000,000 an acre. Other lands were worth 
only $2.50 an acre and were owned L-y 
men because it was best for such pur- 
poses as cattle raising. One man in this 
State, he stated, owned more land than 
would make three States the size of Now 
Jersey, and owned it like the capital's! 
and the manufacturer, because of the 
tenure of land laws. The strife for and 
the inability for all men to own land, 
the speaker stated, were caused by tte 
misuse of the power and led to corrup- 
tion. As a remedy he advocated the sin- 
gle tax plan. 


The third and last abuse of the sov- 


ereign powers of government, the right 
of way, lie stated, was the source of al- 
most all corruption In national life. 
He 


traced the methods employed by cor- 
porations to obtain from City Councils 
and State Legislatures franchises for 
gas, 
water and railroad companies, and 


said that the methods employed were 
the most flagrant forms of corruption, 
as has been evidenced recently in Chi- 
cago, Missouri and Philadelphia. 
As a 


remedy for this form of the disease he 
was in favor of the municipal ownership 
of public utilities.
